not inthe outward vie veʒ and therfore 
to bee ſought from aboue, and to be in-

For the minde oue: carried with doubt 
eit het of being teleiued in te ſpect of a 
low eſtate, without ſome ſweete com- 
fort, carricth the ſoule to defolatiz 
on, and layeth (as it were) before 
the cies of the naturall man nothing 
but humaine deuilcs and pollicies of 
rcalon, to intangle the pooreſuulc in 
the net of ycter diſpaire; or dangerous 
pre ſumption, which both are euill. 
So a ſtaied confidence in the metits of 
Chriſt, in true reformation of lite, 
baniſheth all feare of death and hell 


in teſpect of finne , and reſting ttuelie 


vpon the Prouidence of God, to te- 
cciue 
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ceiue in his good time things requiſite 
for our bodics,cxpelleth all feare of pe- 
riſbing, in reſpect of alow & miſerable 
eſtace of this life.

weaknes,dildained of all, and caſt off at 
laſt, as duſt ot the eatth and dung of the 
field: the fatteſt, the taireſt, the fine ſt, 
the wiſeſt, the wantonneſt, & worldlicit, 
bing meat for the wormes. Let na man 
then glory ef a rich. ot be diſmeied at a 
poore eſtate but acknowledge that the 
rich as wel as the poore, the King as wel 
as the beggar, the higheſt as wel as the 
loweſt,all and cuery one hath neede of 
this medicine of praier, to bee either 
deliueted from a miſerable eſtate pre- 
ſent, ot from caſuall calamitics fo com- 
mon to all, it not at one time, yet at ano- 
ther. The Sunne riſeth, ſhining : it may 
{cr ſhouring. There is no eſtate perma- 
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nent, bur hath in it varicty in proceed- 
ing, & alteration in the end But theſe 
counſels are tedious to them that truſt 
to their treaſure : theſe perſwafions are 
but pecuiſh co men wallowing in plea- 
ſure. The poore man perhaps hear eth 
ihem, the zealous will aſſuredly karne 
them, and the godly will carefully per- 
forme them: not onely in reſpect of mi · 
ſery, & for the bettering of a low eſtate 
in this life, but in re pect of finne, the 
original] ground of all our miſeries. The 
beame whercof being taken away wee 
ſhall ſee clearely, that to a wiſe man ri- 
ches is not more ſweer, nor pouerty 
more ſower : worldly preferment not 
more to be defired;nor a low ſtate more 
to be contemned; profperity more to 
be wiſhed, or aduerſity more to be dil - 
dained, than may giue ſuch a taſt to the 
ſick ſoule, as in a cleer conſcience it may 
ſay & in actions performe, that having 
nothing, it poſſeſſeth all things, & — 
poore it is yet rich, & e.
